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BUREAU  OF  BUSINESS  DEVELOPMENT 
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The  Clean  Air  Act  as  amended  in  1990 
imposes  new  requirements  and 
establishes  more  stringent  air  quality 
standards  on  many  Illinois  businesses. 

The  scope  has  been  broadened  to  include 
additional  and  often  smaller  industries 
that  emit  air  pollutants.  The  new 
regulations  will  require  many  smaller 
businesses  to  respond  with  additional 
activities  such  as: 

©  Obtain  additional  and  more 
complex  permits 

©  Establish  pollution 

prevention/waste  reduction 
programs 

©  Install  pollution  control  equipment 

©  Keep  records  on  chemical 
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The  Clean  Air  Act  Amendments  of  1990 
mandate  each  state  to  implement  a  Small 
Business  Environmental  Assistance 
Program.  The  Illinois  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Community  Affairs,  a  non- 
regulatory  agency,  is  administering  this 
program  at  the  request  of  the  Illinois 
Environmental  Protection  Agency.
